E D I ,T 0 R I A L COMMENT 
REORGANIZATION 

The roorganizat ion of the former pan 
American Employees’ Association into the 
Lago Employees’ Athletic ,& Recreation 
Association brings tho functions of that 
organizat ion nearer to its primary pur¬ 
pose than it has appeared to be for.some 
time and add,s incentive for all its mem¬ 
bers to support its activities more whole-: 
hoartedly. 

The first of these is. the nomination 
?nd election of an entire new council on 
a more representotivo basis than.has here¬ 
tofore been the case. At the seme time 
several proposed amendments to the* newly 
adopted Constitution demand the ^attention 
of the membbrs. 

There, is little to be said about the- i 
election. A few moments thought will 
tell any member of the Association what 


its activities mean to him in the course 
of a year. He needs only consider what 
hu might do-for diversion if it were not ' 
for the recreation and entertainment 
promoted by tho Association—then the 
necessity for exercising-extreme care in 
nominating and electing will bo apparent, 
A councilman must bo able and ’ailing to 
dovoto considerable tiiao and. effort to 
tho job. If any nominee feels that he is 
not, in justice -to himself, tho Associa¬ 
tion and its members, he should withdraw 
his name before tho election. Members 
havo until and including next Monday to 
moke nominations. That is tiiao enough 
for careful consideration, followed by a 
nominating letter. Don’t vr.it for the. 
other follow to do it. 

As. may be expected of a new Constitu¬ 
tion, . certain - irregular it is s become 
apparent and possible changes suggest 
themselves immediately after adoption. 
These are to be .proffered to the members 
for approval or rejection, in the form of 
amendments, at the meeting of January 
21st. The Constitution, with tho amend¬ 
ments, has boon widely posted, and it will 
be well for -.all members to study them 
carefully, to consider the relation of 
any amendment to the whole—especially 
tho purpose and activities of the Associa¬ 
tion. This i3 not something to be left 
entirely to those charged with the ad¬ 
ministration of tho affairs of the organi¬ 
zation. As an aid in making this study, 
we present -the - following from a member of 
•tho retiring council: 

"The proposed amendments to the new - 
constitution, which ore to be voted on 
January 21st, should bo divided into three 
groups for analysis. 

"Group one, which consists of amend¬ 
ments 3 and 4, is needed to clarify the 
•intent of existing articles and should be 
voted into the constitution for tho sake 
of rectifying these small omissions. 

"Group two consists of amendments 1, 

■5, 6,7, 9, 10, 11, 12'and 13. These are 
intended to give the Council power to 
divide the athletics up among four com¬ 
mittee chairman instead of making all 
sports the responsibility f one man as 
heretofore. These should be. considered 
as a group and voted for or against on’ 
bloc. 

"Group three consists of fa) amendment 
2 .which would provide a change of Council 
in December, when there is a lull in ath¬ 
letic activity instead of during the con-

BOOK REVIEW 

PIRATE JUNK by Clifford Johnson 

It's an old Chinese custom, being kid¬ 
napped by Manchurian bandits. They set 
ranscm for three British off icers of the 
merchantman '’Nanchai^", at two million 
dollars and eighty pair of socks. They 
would have settled for thirty thousand 
dollars and two hundred pair of socks. 

After five months there was a settlement, 
but its terras the author does not specify. 
Curing the captivity, one of the victims, 
Cli ford Johnson, scribbled on cigarette 
paper a day by day diary, now published. 

His recital offers more thrills to the 
square inch than we have encountered ina 
long time.. Surely a literary prize of some 
sort will reward his work. A selectivity 
of details sharply etched and tersely drawn 
to a climax savors of long discipline in 
writing. Yet Johns n, u; to >rch 29, 1933 
when the brigands overpowered him and his 
colleagues, Blue and Hargrave, had pursued 
but one career—the sea. 

Many times, during the captivity, death 
would have been weldomed by the tree vic¬ 
tims. They were tormented aid beaten, ill 
fed and tlemselves fed on by vermin. A 
dark and festering hole in a pirate junk 
was their cabin. T|j e bandits, impatient of 
delay, planned to send their oars home as 
a gentle reminder of the merit of haste. 

Tile ’three., tightly bound by ropes, were 
marched barefoot through reedy marshes, 
all but dying of fever and septic poisoning 
To this descritpion of filth and terror 
Johnson devotes no more space than to 
the moments of laughter that enabled the 
three to keep their sanity. The bare- 
chested bandit majestic in Johnson’s eve- 
niig clothes; the infatuation of another wi 
a magazine photograph of a rhinoceros- the 
quarrel cf tho - hite mon over two and a half 
sardiie s; the joy in reading all the things 
one can do with Bovril; the song ihoy un¬ 
happily began and had to continue singing 
all day—these items lend a rea lity to the* 
narrative that enhances its effectiveness.. 
The book is quickly read, but will not 
bo quickly forgotten. Ore reaches the 
annoying conclusion: scratch an English¬ 
man, any Englishman, and 'discover an 
author, usually competent. But Johnson 
is much lore than competent. His' further 
work is to be watche-d.

chairman of the powerful Rules Committee 
polled 156 out of 301 votes on the second 
ballot, after leading a field of eight 
on the first ballot with 140.

GAME? 29 to 13 - HOLDS RECORD OF FOUR 
STRAIGHT TRIPS WITHOUT DEFEAT

Alabama University has’always put out 
good football teams. They have always 
boon up among tho loaders in the South¬ 
ern Conference and have always rated 
well with tho major universities in the 
United States. The Crimson Tide had a ’ 
team this year that was about as good as 
any tcanr they had eve'r 'before gathered 
together. 

On Now Year’s Day, having boon chosen 
to represent tho East, South ana Middle 
Test against tho Loland Stanford Univer¬ 
sity, they entered the Rose Bowl game with 
the odds at least even and perhaps 
slightly in their favor, but there was 
no one who thought that they would shut 
out the Stanford teem quite like they did. 

All of the loading sports writors at¬ 
tended the game, as well as several of 
the nation’s most prominent citizens. 

There 7/ere 85,000'persons assembled in 
the’huge Rose Bowl to witness this bat¬ 
tle of tho giants and those who comb to 
the game wore treated to what was per¬ 
haps the greatest exhibition of forwiird 
passing tha.t tho game has seen, es¬ 
pecially in a. game of tho importamco of 
the Rose Bo/.i encounter.

Smith 
kicked the field goal fron an almost im¬ 
possible angle. Dixie Howell made a 
sixty eight yard run for a touchdown, 

Don Hutson, rated as the best end of 
the South,' scored tho other touch- 
downs on passes that he nailed 
from every position imaginable. Tho half 
ended with the score 22 to 7 and tho 
Crimson Tide had ‘twenty t/ro points in 
eight minutes. Everything went to the 
Alabama boys in the second quarter, al¬ 
though Stanford had made more first 
downs than Alabama at this time. In the 
first half Stanford made four first downs 
from running plays and one from passes. 
Alabama had made four first downs, oil 
of them from passes.' 

Grantland Rico spoke over tho radio at 
the ’half and said that Ho/voll was one 
of tho greatest bocks that ho had over 
seen, and that tho Alabama team had put 
on ono of tho best passing attacks that 
it had o-vor been his privilege to watch.

In the short lived second round, Baer with 
a snarl toro into Levinsky, drove him to 
the ropes under a murderous cat tack. 
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Levinksy sagged and as he attempted to 
get to the center of the ring, Baer 
nailed him with a terrific right to the 
jaw and the Kingfish, from where he lay 
flat on his back, was counted out.» 

ODDS AND ENDS 

Joe Oeschager had a part in two of. the 
most famous marathons of modern baseball. 

On April 30, 1919, ¥/hile toiling for the 
Philadelphia Phillies, Oeschager fought a 
20-inning- pitching duel with Burleigh 
Grimes of the Dodgers, the contest end¬ 
ing in a 9 to 9 tie. Incidentally Oeschager 
v;as the only player on either side who 
went hit less, going to bat eight times 
and failing to produce a single. A year 
later-—May 1, 1920—Joe, then with the 
Boston Braves, hooked up in.his famous 
26-inning classic with Leon Cadore of 
the Dodgers. This game”also ended in a 
tie—1 to 1. 

When the Chicago White Sox of 1906— 
Fielder Jones’ Ilitless Wonders—crushed 
the Chicago Cubs in the World’s Scries, 
four games to two, the American Leaguers 
had a batting average of only .198 for 
the series. The two defeats administered 
Jones’ club were a one-hit shut-out at 
the hands of Ed Rue lb a ch and a two-hit 
whitewashing dished up by Mordecai Brown. 

R^y Schalk, when a member of the Chica¬ 
go White Sox, though his work was con¬ 
fined to catching, recorded one or more 
put-outs at every base on the infield. 

The International League teams played 
a total of 145 double headers during the 
1923 season. 

Muskogee of the Western Association 
finished the 1923 campaign with a 38 
straight setback. 

The 1911 World’s Scries did not end 
unt il October 26 . 

During the /seasons of 1907-08-09, the 
Chicago White Sox played a total of 472 
games and of that number, Frank Smith and 
Eu Walsh pitched 236. The Sox won 253 of 
these gsmos, of which 142 were credited 
to Smith and Walsh.
